Sunday afternoon Mrs. McElroy's con- 
dition became such that Dr. Cooley 
called in Dr. Weiser and Dr. Boyrt. 
After a consultation the woman was 
taken to Hampden hospital for a lab- 
oratory test.

and it was decided without any doubt 
that she was suffering with a.serious 
form of infantile paralysis, and she 
was at once taken to tho Isolation hos- 
pital.

The open car Is a source of great 


danger, 
especially when

are piled two rows deep upon the run- 
ning board. The passengers evidently 
are -willing to take, the risk because it 
is their only means of reaching their 


, homes Within a reasonable time. But

such conditions should not exist. There 
should -bo better accommodation for 
the passengers. Tho least that might

Inside a car Instead ot clinging to tho 
'outside. 


There should be more of the semi- 


convertible cars which serve the same 
purpose as the open car, 
and also 


provide better protection for the pas- 
sengers.
